The Virginia Di-partment. 


Themilitary department including the 


State of Virginia have been entirely recast 
by the late orders of the Presibeut. Ihe 
Department- of the Potomac,- Gen. Mc- 
Clellan commanding, formerly comprised, 
besides the States of Pennsylvania, New 
Jersey,.Deleware and Maryland, and the 
District of Columbia, that portion of Vir- 
ginia east of the Allegheny mountains and 
north of James river, except Fortress Mnn- 
roe and sixty miles^around the same. The 
excepted district was and is the.Depart- 
ment of Virginia, under Gen. Wool. 


The first charge was in the erection of 


the Mountain Department, under Gen. 
Fremont, by wbich the latter officer was 
assigned that portion of Virginia west of 
the Alleghanies. 'It includes, territorially 
about one-third of the Stale. 'The effect 
was merely to absorb the Department of 
Western Virginia... 


was erected ihto.^the Department of the 
Bhenandoah, under Gen. Banks. U com- 
prises a belt about fifty miles wide, running 
through'the whole State in n southwesterly 
direction. 


Thirdly, a new Department of the Hap- 


pahanuock has been created, and placed 
under Gen. McDowell, comprising:, besido 
a part of Maryland, the District of-Colum- 
bia and that part of Virginia between the 
BlueRidgeonthe West and the Fredericks- 
burg • and Richmond Railroad 
on 
the 


East. 


It will be seen that the effect of these 


changes is to leave the Virginia part of 
Gen. McClellan'a department very small. 
It will consist only of the area cost of the 
Fredericksburg road, and north of the 
James rivor, after deluding a radius of 
sixty miles from Fortress Monroe.

this will make very little difference, a»
